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Foot Notes 


By LYNN EMRICK 
This is indeed a changing 
world; 
even 
in our Museum 
changes continue to take place. 
Last week I took you on tour 
through our Desert Museum and 
since then we've 
made alter­ 
ations and shall do so period­ 
ically. First of all. our Audubon 
prints came 
back 
from 
the 
repair studio. These .beautiful 
prints were donated by Mrs. H. 
W. Armstrong of Smoke Tree 
Ranch. Bobby Howard brought 
In six sm all frogs from Tah- 
quitz Canyon, another addition 
to 
our 
collection 
of “L i f e 
Studies.” This weekend Bobby 
shall display a variety of his 
attractive collection of butter­ 
flies. We intend to feature “Our 
Children's Exhibit” throughout 
the 
season. 
Bobby’s 
display 
shall be the first in the series. 
We have presented in our dis­ 
play a random iew of the more 
than a thousand drawings and 
sketches by Carl Eytel, a pioneer 
desert artist. Eytel w'as born in 
1862 in Germany and came to 
America in 1885. shortly there­ 
after moving to the desert. After 
a 
long and 
productive 
life, 
Eytel died in 1925 in Banning. 
Services were held in the Fiesta 
House of the Desert Inn and 
burial 
followed 
in 
the Palm 
Palm Springs Indian Cemetery 
—a unique honor for Eytel. The 
best of Evtel’s sketches may be 
seen in George W harton James’ 
work entitled “Wonders of the 
Colorado Deserts.” This well 
known artist was one of the 
most interesting characters of 
the southwest. He was known 
and loved by the Indians and 
was conceded to be one of the 
greatest painters of reptiles and 
desert landscape. His forte is in 
color and pose portrayal of the 
various forms of reptile life. Ills 
paintings sold for substantial 
prices and have been exhibited 
in New York. When you visit 
our Museum you can study the 
delicate sketches in color or in 
black 
and white. There are 
drawings 
in 
s o f t 
pastels, 
shadows in lavender or deep 
purple and groups of yuccas in 
precise detail. Eytel loved the 
desert and only came back to 
civilization when it was neces­ 
sary to replenish his paint kit 
or to manage some of the gross 
commercial ends which were 
attached to even the fine arts. 
He traveled either by fool or 
burro over nearly every trait of 
the vast desert: he knew the 
beauty sites and 
reproduced 
t h e m 
i n 
s m a l l 
notebook 
sketches—these notebooks are 
now treasured by our Desert 
Museum. 
I’d 
like 
to let you 
know that he preferred to make 
his 
headquarters 
in 
P a l m 
Springs 
a n d 
found 
m a n y 
romantic spots 
to 
study and 
draw. The Eytel collection was 
purchased for our Museum in 
memory of Alexander J. Mar- 
euso, in order that it may a l­ 
ways remain in Palm Springs. 
On the other side of the audi­ 
torium we liave six different 
cases on exhibit. W'e have a 
glass case which contains in­ 
sects and arachnids. We have 
representatives 
of 
the beetle 
and grasshopper families. We 
have a vinegaroon, a tarantula 
and a scorpion.—which by the 
way are defined as arachnids 
because they have four pairs of 
legs—eight in all, 
instead ol 
six. Their body has only two di­ 
visions, head and thorax which 
are fused. There have 
been 
many 
queries w hether or not 
the scorpion, tarantula and vin­ 
egaroon are deadly. Pve got 
good 
news. 
No. 
The 
Palm 
Springs, in fact ail California 
species are not deadly. You will 
get sick if stung. II was bit by 
a scorpion last Summer and be­ 
came dizzy and nauseated but 
had no other effects.) 
Please 
apply cold compresses to the 
injured 
part 
should 
you be 
exposed to these arachnids. 
Another d i s p l a y contains 
rocks and wood found in the 
Palm Springs area. The next 
case is filled with a variety of 
mounted birds; cowbird. ruby- 
crowned kinglet, 
greenbaeked 
goldfinch, gray 
warblers and 
swallows. In the large variety 
of birds you will see the valley 
quail and the Gamble quail. 
There are a few bandtailed 
pigeons. 
Our tablet-panel still features 
"Early Palm Springs History” 
and will continue through No­ 
vember. There are many inter­ 
esting pictures of places and 
people associated with Palm 
Springs as far 
back as 18S7. 
Standard equipment of all pros­ 
pectors was a sturdy pick and 
rock-hammer without which no 
ore sam ples could be readily 
obtained and we have these at 
our Museum. Iron holders were 
fashioned for thrusting into any 
convenient chink or crack in Ihe 
wall to hold candles in dark 
milling tunnels. We have parts 
of guns made in 1842 that were 
used by the prospectors. Cook­ 
ing utensils and a miner’s pan 
used in 
washing 
gravel and 
sand to recover gold flakes— 
dust and sometimes a nugget 
are also displayed. 
A very 
valuable 
Museum 
piece is the robe or blanket of 
Jackrabbit skins donated to our 
Museum by Cornelia B. White. 
Three types of shell beads, all 
in gray were worn by the Ca- 
huilla Indians. 
Another interesting display is 
Ihe fossil fish from the Eocene 
Approximately f i f t y million 
vears old. The fossil dinosaur 
tracks on cither side of the fish 
fossil were loaned by Bob and 
Andy Keefe of this city. 
A plaster side-winder and twe 
lizards are in the lower half of 
this case. Many people ask if 
these specimens are alive and 
we answer in the negative, 
giving full credit to Mrs. An- 
guiano (our own Jeanne Coutts) 
for her authenticity in repro­ 
ducing life-color. 


! RISE TO REMARK 


By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


The way t lie United States got 
into this deal of buying houses 
and business buildings all over 
Ihe world, in addition to m ili­ 
tary installations, is interesting 
in itself. As a m atter of fact, the 
distinction 
between 
Ihe 
two 
groups is even more interesting. 
When w'e go into a nation and 
build a great airfield, for ex­ 
ample. or enlarge an existing 
one. we quite often make no 
provisions for landing our own 
planes on 
it. after hostilities 
have ceased. 
1 have written 
about this before. In the same 
way, we pay high fees, just to 
put our m ilitary planes down 
on the fields of other nations, 
when we are jointly engaged in 
maneuvers for mutual defense. 
When it comes to offices and 
residences, the picture is a little 
different, hut no more comfort­ 
ing to the taxpayers. In 1926, 
Congress passed an act. for the 
foreign service, permitting tl to 
acquire buildings, both office 
and 
residence, 
abroad. 
Tins 
rolled along for 20 years, with 
no paricular reasons for criti­ 
cism. except possibly the situ­ 
ation in Berlin, or some other 


location 
affected 
by special 
conditions. 
IN 1947, HOWEVER, a fund 
was being built up from return 
lend-lease collections, the sales 
of surplus m aterials in Europe, 
and to some extent from the 
counterpart funds created under 
E. C. A. and sim ilar acts, the 
fund grew into millions. As I 
said in a letter recently, it is
